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Albania la not a So rlat satellite nation as tha other satellite 
MWtrlei. fit* difference resides in tha fact that Albania according ta 
her g»o graphical aitaation is surrounded by nan cohmulst eeuntrtes, and 
Isolated (Hi tha Wt, tha Iron Curtain, thia la why aha ana calm Liharty 
in a abort tint. If thia trill ba realised thraa important advantages trill

1. fha rescuing of tha Majority of tha Albanian people , aaat of whan 
anffar for breedi 

2. Tha annihilation of an Important valuable bhaa for Sasaia who en- 
dangers Greece and Yugoslavia, in ease of a Xaainfermlat aaacnlt« 
as trail at tha ■editarraneaa and tha Airiatie: 

3 . The liberation of Albania will enlswer tha prestige of Basel# 
and Ceamualsn in general, firing hope to the other aatalllta 
nations behind tha Iron Curtain. 

fha Co ma na ts t regime In Albania la not based on the will of tha people > 
bat an tha strength of tha police composed of 13*000 man perfectly organised 
bearing new arms, end who are the only faithfuls of the dominating party. 

There la no Bastion army, only 1000 technic Ians and counselors (bn* 
sides those whs are In Satan and Its surroundings whose number is unknown) . 
There ere political agents and superior officers who are in tho principal 
commands of the army* Other Sues lan foroea are in Tirana for tha da fence 
of tha Snbassy and other Snsslan officials. In tha airport of Tirana 
thars art *<-5 Saeelan airplanes: there are also tha re three fighter teams 
of planes belonging to the Albanian stats. 

Tbs people are unarmed but the assaults of the small teams of resis- 
tance against the regime exist. 

Tha situation of tho directing party has become delicate and weakened 
from the sere re antagonisms between Saber Hoxha and Nehmet Sheba, interior 
minister and nolle# commander; and on the other hand from that antl-b»mlm- 
forniet part which ie hiding in tha midst of the party and occupy impor- 
tant positions, known under the name of XOXIST, who work for tho ever- 
t brewing of the leader Bominforniate; such a situation has paralised the 
administrative apparel of the regime at power. By these facts must be 
believed that a snail military force from the outside eight overthrew the 
actual regime. Iren the appointed military experte have arrived to the 
roeult that a fores of 2500-3000 voluntaries, recruited by the exiles in 
Greece and Yugoslavia , well armed and organised from the outside, crossing 
the Albanian border, as the greek guerrilas did for several times from 
the Albanian territory towards the greek border, or by disembarking on the 
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seaat , could orerth row the bloodthirsty and hated regims booked by the 
people and the deeperate non *omi»for*ist effleere of the array who are 
mine roue . 

The dreek revendlcatlone for the provinces of Albania, to re ha and 
djinoc aster, two completely Albanian proTlnces, the latter with an ln- 
significent Greek minority , and the desires of Yugoslavia, reinforce la 
front of the Albanian people the position of the cosssonlst regime at 
power, because they represent themselves as the only defensors of the 
territorial integrity of the Sutherland, and aspirators of tha realisa- 
tion of the union of all the Albanians within the ethnic bordere. To 
overthrow such the »CTA, on the fifth of January 1952, has adreesed an 
appaal to the Italian, dreek snd Yugoslav Governments , in order that 
they officially declare that they have no aspirations on the territorial 
iatacrity of Albania. Such a declaration done by these countries will 
weaken enough the position of tha regime of Tirana. Italy would have been 
ready to sake such a declaration. Yugoslavia hat no real rovsndlcat lens 
an Albania, because whs h?s more than 800.000 Albanians fro* Kotova. The 
dreek reread! cat ions seem to be Important al though , they safe In dreece 
■ore Albanians than Greeks on Albanian territory, bat these revendlcatlone 
are based on the strategic, economic and national necessities. The 
different party chiefs in Greece would be disposed to withdraw these re- 
read ic at ions but they don’t dare on account of the category of their ad- 
versaries, and specially the conimmists who will consider the* as sales- 
men of the interests of the nation. It is hoped that in a near future 
theee interested states will wake disappear the only defense of Inver 
Kozha's regiae. 

In such circumstances , there are possibilities that Albania nay be 
liberated within 1952 and that a people of one million sould will be 
saved from death on condition that dreece and Yugoslavia Aoelara that 
they will respect the territorial lntegrdty and independence of thle 
country, from its political and geographical position, the change of 
regime, Albania will contribute much in the favour of the eonmen cause 
of the Anti-Co maun 1st Bloc of WatloM.
